To Renovate 


Ernie Pile Hall 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (U P D - 
Newspaper publishers Scott 
Schurz ol Bloomington and Nel­ 
son F. Poynter of St. Peters­ 
burg. Fla., will head an Indiana 
University drive to raise money 
for remodeling Ernie Pyle Hall 
here. 
The drive will seek, to raise 
$650,000 for remodelifig the hall, 
which houses the IU School of 
Journalism. Ol the total, $350,- 
000 will go for actual remodel­ 
ing ol the building and $300,000 
lor developing academ ic pro­ 
gram s and providing modern 
equipment to meet the fast- 
changing technological advances 
of the media, Richard Gray, 
chairman ol the school, said. 
Total cost of the remodeling 
is expected to exceed $1.5 mill­ 
ion, with most of this covered 
by bond issues. However, rising 
construction costs have torced 
the university to seek addition­ 
al funds, he added 
Poynter and Schurz already 
have made sizable constnbut- 


10ns to the Ernie Pyle fund and 
have given other money to the 
university for other journalism 
projects 


Three juveniles are being held 
in the Rush County Jail, today, 
facing charges of assault and 
battery, after an attack on five 
students who attend Rushville 
Junior High School. 
The youths were reportedly 
beaten last Thursday after 
leaving school on their noon hour 
lunch 
break. 
The 
incident 
happened in front of Stamm's 
Grocery on East 8th St. 
Jerry Fox. principal of the 
junior high, reported the incident 
to Rushville City Police Friday. 
Investigation reveals after 
talking with several students and 
their parents, the hoys had been 
assaulted by three high school 
dropouts, who had demanded 
money from all of them. 
Several 
of 
the 
students 
reportedly did give the three 
juveniles amounts of small 
change 
and 
they 
were then 
chased back to school. 
According to officials at the 
City Police station, all, three of 
the youths had been a menace to 
the school and had assaulted 
other children before this in­ 
cident. 
“What this basically boils dow n 
to is the dropout problem," Fox 
said this morning, “we don't 
have this sort of problem the tirst 
part of the year because there 
are no dropouts. 
This is not a 
typical problem," Fox continued. 
“ We have a fine group of kids 
here," Fox explained, “and not 
many kids would come in and 
say, ‘will you help us,' as these 
did.” 
One of the three youths who 
laces the charges of assault and 
battery was expelled from school 
permanently earlier this year. 


Brothers Die 


In Plane Crash 


HUNTINGTON, Ind. (UPI) - 
Two young brothers were killed 
here Monday afternoon when 
their single-engine plane crash­ 
ed in a wooded area. 
The dead were identified as 
Robert Shuttle worth, and his 
brother, Thomas, both of War­ 
ren. Witnesses reported seeing 
the plane make several passes 
around the area on the far 
northw est side of Huntington, 
then bank and nose down. 
The Federal Aviation Admin­ 
istration is investigating cause 
of the crash. 
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“This is not really a vicious 
type thing," Fox said, “ it's mostly 
threats and yelling obsenities." 
The youths are being held at 
the Rush County jail with no 
bond, due to being juveniles. 
The reason for the youths being

jail,

Monday on a warrant signed by 
the parents of one ol the youths 
who was beaten. One of the boys 
was arrested across from the 
school, while the other two were 
picked up at their home. 
Four 
units of 
local 
police 
patrolled the area near the school 
yesterday, watching lor other 
incidents 
involving the three 
youths. 
Chief 
Robert 
Miller 
said 
yesterday that to stop such in­ 
cidents, it is necessary to get 
cooperation of parents. “We had 
beautiful cooperation in this 
instance, and it’s almost im­ 
possible to get anything done 
otherwise," he said. 
Judge Pile said this morning 
that 
the 
youths 
would 
be 
processed through juvenile court.

The high U.S. official said the 
negotiating gap in arranging an

“narrowed

significantly" in the final week 
of the peace mission. 
The high official said there 
were still, three possible out­ 
comes to Kissinger’s 17-day-ol.d 
trip despite optimistic reports 
from the White House about an 
imminent breakthrough in the 
talks.

as a buffer zone, a thinning of 
forces and a role for the United 
Nations. 
He said agreem ent on the 
subsidiary issues would tend to 
fall into place once Israel and 
Syria agree on a new truce 
line.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Mindy 
Fliegelman, 23, is on her way 
to becoming a cantor, a rare 
career amogn women. So far as 
she knows, there are only two 
other women cantors in the 
nation. 
What makes Miss Fliegelman 
even more unusual is that she 
is blind. 
She knows that she’s one of 
the pioneers in a field where 
for centuries men have chanted 
and sung the liturgical music of 
the Hebrew faith. “But I don’t 
identify myself with women’s 
liberation per se,” she told me. 
“I’m just a woman in a 
different field.” 
Neither does she make a to- 
do a tout her blindness. She has 
her own apartment in Manhat­ 
tan, gets around with the 
traditional cane, is getting a 
seeing eye dog this summer, 
and i' popular with the young 
men. 
Premature Birth 
B l i n d n e s s resulted from 
premature birth—she arrived 
two and one-half months early 
—and a hospital staff putting 
her 
in 
an 
over-oxygenized 
incubator. 
“The i n c u b at o r’s oxygen 
burned the retina,” she said. 
“ I’m told that similar improper 
mixtures caused blindness for 
thou>ands of babies at about 
that time. 
“My parents always treated 
me as any other child and I’m 
as any other child and I’m 
really grateful. I grew up 
knowing how to boil an egg and 
sweep a floor. Many blind 
children don’t get that atmos­ 
phere at home,” she said. 
She wat born in Miami and 
attended public schools where a 
Braille teacher is required on 
the staff in the case of blind 
children. “ I learned typing in 
the third and fourth grades. It 
certainly made school work 
easier the whole way.” 
Graduate 
She went on to become an 
honor graduate in music at 
Florida State University, Tal­ 
lahassee, and seemed headed 


for a teching career when she 
decided, “Music teachers just 
aren’t going to be in much 
demand.” 
‘‘It is time for a change, time 
for responsibility. A year and a 
half ago I headed for New 
York.” 
She found a job with the 
Jewish 
Braille Institute 
of 
America, 
Inc., 
where 
she 
taught and worked in the 
library, free for the blind, also 
offers books in large type and 
on tapes. 
Each month, she said, the 
nstitute has a cultural evening 
for the blind. One evening, a 
regular vocalist couldn’t appear 
and Miss Fliegelman offered to 
pinch hit. A lyric soprano, she 
had done a lot of singing with 
various choral groups through 
high 
school 
and 
college. 
Arrange Scholarship 
The next day, Dr. Jacob 
Fried, executive director, and 
his associate, Gerald M. Kass, 
asked her to lunch. The upshot 
of the luncheon discussion was 
that they could arrange a 
scholarship for the five years of 
study neded if she wished to 
become a cantor. It would lead 
to a bachelor’s degree in sacred 
music, certification to teach in 
New York, and ordination for 
the national minitsry (but not 
to become a rabbi). 
Miss Fliegelman is finishing 
her 
first 
year 
at Hebrew 
University College of Sacred 
Music, studying the Hebrew 
language, Jewish history and 
music. She is active also with 
the Lighthouse Singers and the 
Lighthouse Opera Workshop. 
And she’s auditioning for a 
job as a student cantor. 
There are five other girls in 
her classes, but she’s the only 
blind student, she said. 
“This is a big breakthrough 
for the whole country,’’ she said 
pretty brunette. “ But it may be 
difficult for some congregations 
to accept a woman. You must 
remember that the Jewish 
people used to segregate their 
women at temple worship.” 
To Receive Degr CCS Under COP

INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) — 
About two dozen Northern Indi­ 
ana residents who thought they 
would never set foot in a college 
classroom will receive t h e i r 
bachelor’s degrees this spring. 
They are participants in the 
Career Opportunities Program 
Career 
O p p o r t u n i ties 
in Gary and South Bend and 134 
Program, 
which 
operates 
other sites around the country 
and helps train teachers. 
Sixteen COP participants at 
the PU Calument campus will 
receive degrees May 19 and a 
half dozen will get their degrees 
through the Indiana University 
South Bend campus. 
“The program here will be 
graduating its first bachelor de­ 
gree candidates,” said Mrs. Ben 
me Mae Collins, career develop­ 
ment officer for the Gary School 
City, who has directed the COP 
project there since its inception. 
She -aid she believed this would 
be the first graduation for the 
group at South Bend also. 


Pleased By Group Size 
Mrs. Collins takes special 
pride in the fact that some of 
her charges will have earned 
their diplomas, but is also pleas 
cd by the large number who 
are taking part in the program. 
About 190 men and women em­ 
ployed by the Gary school sys- 
tem arc enrolled, ranging in are 
from 19 to 64 More than 75 per 
cent are black. 10 per cent have 
Spanish surnames and the group 
i- comprised of mainly inner 
city residents with some Viet­ 
nam veterans. 
Without the COP, almost none 
of these would be able to get 
college level training, despite 
the fact all have high school 
diplomas or the equivalent, Mrs, 
Collin' >aid. 
“Of the 136 Career Opportunity 
Programs throughout the na­ 
tion, the Gary-Purdue Calumet’ 
is the second largest — second 
only to that of New York City,” 
she said. “ Also, our program 
has been named as one of the 
five most successful COP pro­ 
ject in the country by the New 
Careers Training Laboratory of 
New York University.” 
Mrs. Collins explained t h a t 
the COP concept recognized that 
the public education offered to 
children of low-income families 
can be improved in many ways 
by reaching into the neighbor- 
h >od to enlist talented, dedicate 
adults to serve as educational 
auxiliaries. 
“All of our participants are 
employed first by the G a r y 


school system as para-profess- 
ionals and on-the-job training in 
classroom is combined w i t h 
academic study to i m p r o v e 
skills needed to facilitate team ­ 
ing activities in schools w i t h 
low-achieving children,’ Mr s . 
Collins said. She said enrollment 
in COP was not a requirement 
for being hired as a teacher aid 
by the Gary school system, al­ 
though about half of the para- 
professionals were enrolled. 
“The first 60 hours of credits 
are geared toward improving 
teacher aid performance at the 
same time fulfilling basic re­ 
quirements toward college de­ 
grees,’ she said. “Some may 
stop at 60 hours, and remain 
as certificated para profession­ 
als ,but the largest group is in­ 
terested in becoming teachers.” 
Mrs. Colins said the group re­ 
ceiving degrees this spring 
would all have certificates in 
elementary 
education, 
with 
spcialization in such areas as 
early childhood education, soc­ 
ial welfare and child develop­ 
ment. 
Although there has been a 
surplus of teachers in s o m e 
areas in recent years, Mrs. Col­ 
lins said “there is still a serious 
dearth of teachers trained in 
working with low achieving child 
ren.” She added that there 
would be jobs waiting for the 
COP grads, although when the 
program started in 1970, there 
had been some doubts about the 
quali’y of teacher training pro­ 
vided. 


Funding New Problem 
“ There have been many prob­ 
lems to overcome in directing 
this experimental type of pro­ 
gram to train these aides for 
teacher certification. The aca­ 
demic world, naturally, is caut­ 
ious about accepting our type 
of work-study training, in con­ 
trast with the raditional meth­ 
ods of training teachers,” she 
added. “ But the administrators 
and faculty from our contract­ 
ing agnt, Purdue Calument, are 
most cooperative. Our best proof 
is that the COP really works.” 
The program faces a new 
problem -that of funding. Money 
for it has come from the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare through the Title 
I schools” fund. President Nixon 
has proposed changes in the me­ 
thod of funding that may mean 
the end of the program. 
“We are only promised funds 
through June, 1975, and o n l y 
funded through June of t h i s 
year,” Mrs. Collins said.

If you are overweight, has it 
occurred to you that you are 
an over-consumer of energy — 
that you are contributing to a 
national problem, not just a 
health problem of your own? 
Well, it’s a fact. For no food 
is produced in this country 
(unless it is by your own labor) 
that does not in its production 
use some of the nation’s supply 
of energy. 
The Chain Of Energy Use 
Farm ers directly use elec­ 
tricity 
and 
fuel 
in 
their 
operations. Then the food is 
shipped to market and or to 
the processing plant, using still 
more energy. And finally, the 
retail operations that bring the 
food to your neighborhood and 
your home also use energy. 
Thus, the more you consume, 
the more you draw on our 
country’s energy sources. 
Even if you grow your own 
vegetbles you may still use 
gasoline for cultivation and 
trips to the store for seed and 
f e r t i l i z e r . And in home

Asthma 
attacks 
can 
be 
triggered by many different 
things. Pollen. Dust. Chemicals. 
Psychological factors. And, it 
now 
seems, respiratory in­ 
fections. 
During an asthma attack, the 
air passages of the lungs con­ 
strict suddenly. The person may 
wheeze and gasp for breath. An 
attack may last a few minutes 
or may continue for days. 
Three years ago, Australian 
researchers 
followed 
12,000 
asthmatics and classified their 
attacks into two categories. In 
the first, the attacks were 
triggered by specific substances 
in the air to which the person 
was 
allergic. 
Mostly 
older 
children and younger adults 
were in this group. In the 
second, the attacks came at the 
same time as respiratory in- 
f e c t i o n s. Mostly younger 
children and elderly adults were 
in this group. 
This year, researchers at the 
University of Wisconsin Medical 
School confirmed the fact that 
a s t h m a 
attacks 
can be 
precipitated 
by 
respiratory 
infections. And when they are, 
the infections are commonly 
caused by a virus such as the 
one causing the Hong Kong flu 
or other colds and flu. 
There are hundreds of dif­ 
ferent kinds of viruses that 
cause the common cold There 
is now some evidence that one 
type, the rhinoviruses, 
are 
spread by hand rather than by 
coughing and sneezing. 
The researchers suggest it is 
wise to try to keep asthmatic 
children away from brothers or 
sisters or people who have a 
cold or the flu. They also 
recommend trying to keep the 
infected child’s hands as germ- 
free as possible so he or she 
won’t pick up the infection. 
Medical treatm ent can often 
relieve symptoms of asthma 
and forestall further atacks. 
For more information about this 
and other respiratory diseases, 
contact your lung association. 
They have the facts. 


preserving or canning you will 
still draw on energy eources 
indirectly. 
Thus every mouthful of food 
has its cost in terms of energy. 
Ultimately, some authorities 
are saying, we will have to 
learn to live with scarcity. Well, 
I hope that won’t be true. But 
first I do know we had better 
learn to more efficiently use 
what food we do have. 
So let’s start with people who 
overeat and, if there are any, 
people who waste food. 
I would hope that there is 
not a lot of the latter in our 
society. But assuming there 
isn’t obvious waste of food, 
what about it being wasteful for 
someone to eat too much? 
Particularly if we are having 
a problem already with having 
enough energy to produce food 
for all our people. 
A New Perspective 
So if you are overweight, 
think about this new perspective 
— that you are not only 
threatening your health but the 
health of others as well. 
This even gets down, in the 
extreme, to an overly fat person 
taking up too much room in 
a bus where seat space may 
be at a premium, particularly 
during rush hours. 
I don’t mean to lecture but 
we may be on our way to 
thinking that overweight is not 
just a health or appearance 
problem. 
Our society may 
decide some day that such 
g l u t t o n y overtaxes the 
production of food, clothing and 
shelter as well as transportation 
and recreation facilities. 
The slogan might arise, “Big 
is not beautiful!”

MIAMI (UPI) — Florida found 
out in the Winter of ”74 that it 
takes a lot of gasoline to fuel a 
successful tourist season. 
Florida, along with other 
states, particularly in the 
Northeast, and Midwest, didn’t 
receive enough gasoline for its 
own, residents 
fa, January, 
February and early March. The 
tourists, stayed away by the 
hundreds of thousands. 
The Florida winter weather 
—December through, March — 
was about as warm and bright 
as the Sunshine State can 
produce, particularly over the 
southern half of the peninsula 
where most winter vacationers 
flock',. 
Those that did get here by 
plane, bus or train, appeared to 
have enough money to enjoy 
the good life. 
Statistics are Brutal 
Because the care and nurtur­ 
ing of tourists is Florida’s No. I, 
revenue and job producing 
industry, the stay-away statis­ 
tics are brutal. 
“The winter tourist season, 
as we know It, was off 20 to ,22 
«per cent,”1 said Morris Ford, 
rtate director of' tourism. He 
said, 'these figures were based 
mostly on hotel, motel and, 
restaurant bus inesses. 
“Exclusive of Disney World, 
'the tourist attractions generally 
'were off 10 o 40 per cent,” 
Ford said. 
Disney World is cagey with, 
its reports because of the 
effects on its stocks. It waited 
until the end of April to report 
that March attendance at he 
giant attraction near Orlando 
declined 23.5 per cent from 
March 1973. However, April 
figures reported at the same 
time showed only a 1.8 per cent 
decline. 
The reason is clear, said 
Ford. 
“Car traffic since the first of 
February is down 35 to 50 per 
cent and the increases in air, 
bus and train travel were not 
nearly enough to offset it,” he 
said.

Election of school board members is 
relatively new in this county in both the 
Bartholomew Consolidated and the Flat

under that system the public never was 
allowed to participate in the discussion and 
selection of a school board appointee. A new 
appointee simply would be “announced,” 
often before the public even was aware of a 
vacancy. 
Nothing is fixed or permanent about the 
methods used here in selecting and support­ 
ing candidates during the eight years since 
the elections began. New ideas and new 
methods are welcomed for discussion. Now, 
with the campaign just past still fresh in 
mind, is the time to begin thinking about new 
approaches. 
Voters in both local school corporations 
indicated they have a strong interest in board 
members and some may be likely to turn out 
more readily for a school board election than 
for a political primary. It may not always 
happen that way. but there's no reason the 
community shouldn’t recognize and enjoy 
that kind of public interest while it lasts.

More of the phony double-standard political 
morality which has characterized post- 
Watergate purification has come from the 
lips of Rep.

Christ said of the Holy Spirit, “And when 
He is come, He will reprove the world of 
sin. . .because they believe not on me.” 
(John 16:7-9). 
“And I, if I be lifted up,” said Jesus, “will 
draw all men unto me.” (John 12:32). His 
“lifting up” referred to here was His 
Resurrection. But His “drawing” is another 
ministry. He would draw men to Him by the 
Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit would glorify 
Christ, He would lift blindness from the eyes 
of natural man so that Christ may be seen as 
the Son of God, the Savior of men. “But the 
natural man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto 
him: neither can he know? them, because they 
are spiritually discerned.’’

TAX LAWS DO NOT have to 
be so complex but no one is 
willing to face the risks 
presented by simplification. 
Both state and federal tax 
laws are antiquated, brought up 
to date by amendment rather 
than revision. Legislative bodies 
fear rewriting when they would 
face old fights for benefits. It 
is far 'easier to amend. The 
federal tax laws even have 
paragraphs 
known 
by 
in­ 
dividual’s names, written to 
cover special individual cases. 
The resulting “hodge-podge" 
cannot be understood even by 
experts. 
It never fails to make 
headlines at each deadline when 
a reporter takes the same set 
of figures to several experts, 
including those in the Internal 
Revenue Service. You can be 
assured of receiving a different 
answer from each individual, 
ranging from owing several 
thousands of dollars to receiving 
whopping refunds. 
Income tax in the United 
states is one of the true marvels 
of the ages. The entire system 
k «built upon self-compliance, 
and couldn’t survive otherwise. 
Each year, some 78 million 
individuals, in the privacy of 
their own homes, make a. self- 
assessment of income and 
expenditures, complete forms, 
and submit tax to their 
government. 
The first Federal income tax 
was passed on August 5, 1861, 
to provide funds to finance the 
Civil War. It supplied a relative­ 
ly small part of total federal 
revenue. Individual income tax 
now provides the bulk, ex­ 
ceeding $72 billion. Increased 
revenue has been accomplished 
by complexity in the laws and 
exemptions. The current law is 
well 
over 
20 
years 
old, 
frequently amended, revised, 
altered, but never rewritten. 
Indiana is not any better than 
the federal government, always 
amending and never re-writing. 
Faced with an interpretation on 
not-for-profit corporations, I 
looked into the law. The “use” 
tax was an amendment to the 
gross income tax, as was the 
sales tax, all revised with the 
last tax package. Meanwhile, 
after some simplification of 
state forms, they became 
complex. 
We had local option 
and the “circuit breaker" on 
property 
tax 
to 
worry 
about. The average citizen can 
no longer 'fill out the complex 
forms without help, which 
places an additional tax burden 
on citizens. The profusion of 
new tax consultants as a 
profession is mute testimony to 
complexity of the laws. Some 
attempt to do a good job. while 
a fow are little more than 
r a ckets. L arge 
d ep a rtm ent 
stores and finance companies 
have gone into the business of 
tax advice.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Ameri­ 
can women have long con­ 
trolled the purse strings but 
until recently were denied 
credit. Now that new legislation 
has ushered in financial equal­ 
ity for women, many need 
answers to questions they never 
dared ask. 
“Women must be encouraged 
to drop the stereotype role of 
‘the little woman’ and become 
big women about their finan­ 
ces,’ ” says Aileen Paul, the first 
consumer affairs representative 
for the New York State 
Bankers Association (NYSRA). 
The spokeswoman for 272 full- 
service banks is conducting a 
whistle-stop tour of the state to 
give women information on 
banking, budgeting and credit. 
“Even among businesswomen 
there k a surprising gap in 
their grasp of personal finance,” 
Ms. Paul told UPI. “Men 
often appear to understand 
consumer banking,” she says, 
“but not as dearly as 'they 
should.” 
In her travels, Ms. Paul has 
been flooded with questions 
from, women concerned about 
their credit status following a 
Federal Housing Authority ban 
on dkcrim ¡nation a g a i n s t 
women see.king mortgages and 
the American Banking .Associa­ 
tion’s vow to extend equal loan 
treatment to both sexes. In 
April, the New York stale 
legislature passed a bill, quar- 
ranteeing women equal access 
to credit. 
But the new economic free­ 
dom for women has its pitfalls. 
“The importance of credit has 
b e e n over - emphasized for 
women in their rush for 
equality,” warns Ms 
Paul. 
“We mustn’t 'be led into the 
same 
trap as 
men—-over­ 
extension.” 
To 
help 
women develop 
financial know-how .and avoid 


the danger zones of easier 
credit, Ms. Paul has introduced 
a free booklet prepared by the 
NYSBA, Entitled “What Every 
Woman (and Man) Should 
Know About Consumer Ban­ 
king,” it urges women to 
establish credit in their own 
name and limit credit pay­ 
ments to 20 per cent of their 
monthly income. 
“Women with little previous 
credit background should open 
a checking or savings ancount. 
apply for a bank charge card, 
and take a small installment 
loan as .building blocks toward 
a credit rating,” says Ms. Paul. 
She advises married women 
to open charge accounts in 
their own name and to pay 
some of 'the family bills through 
a personal checking account. 
“A woman’s credit rating is 
important to joint credit,” says 
Ms. Paul, “since she must be 
prepared to take over in the 
event of widowhood or divorce.”

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Fertilizer Shortage Is Problem 
As Hoosier Farmers Ponder Crops 


INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
Indiana farmers reported troub­ 
les during the past week with 
cold weather and in getting some 
types of fertilizers, the weekly 
Indiana Farm Labor Bulletin 
said today. 
“Several acres of tomatoes 
which 
had 
been 
transplanted 
were killed by freezing tempera­ 
tures early in the week,’ the 
bulletin said. “Rain at mid-week 
halted most field work. Setting 
and resetting of .tomatoes will 
begin as soon as conditions per­ 
mit.” 
One area reported that cer­ 
tain desired formula fertilizers 
are becoming harder to acquire, 
it said. 
“Some growers 
are scaling 
down fertilizer use in an effort 
to provide at least partial cov­ 
erage for various vegetable and 
grain crops,” the bulletin said. 
It noted fuel supplies a n d 
cost have not hindered the move 
ment of agricultural workers so 
far and no shortage or surplus 
of workers was reported. 
The report by areas showed: 
Gary — Rain and extremely 
cold weather brought most farm 
ing activity to a standstill. Ten 
out of state workers are em­ 
ployed in vegetable crops and 
on sod farms. 
Logansport — Muck c r o p 
planting is moving ahead. Sev­ 
eral acres of tomatoes have to 
be reset after frost and freez­ 
ing temperatures killed earlier 
plants. 
Sixty-eight out-of-area- 
workers were reported. 
South Bend — Forty-one inter­ 
state workers were employed in 
planting muckland crops, includ­ 
ing potatoes and onions, and in 
sod farm labor. Heavy f r o s t 
early last week damaged some 
crops, but full extent has not 
been determined. 
Lafayette — With 138 out-of­ 
area workers reported, the main 
activity has been the asparagus 
harvest. Tomato transplanting 
continues as conditions permit. 
Anderson — Heavy frost and

Flowers

Jacobson, who also serves on 
the staff of Mercy Hospital in 
Miami. 
’’Sick people are especially 
responsive to tender loving care

consideration in a long list of 
characteristics. 
Seventy-eight 
per cent said they preferred 
male doctors. 
Dr. Edgar G. Engleman, a re­ 
search associate at the National 
Heart and Lung Institute, said 
that despite their preferences 
for male doctors, more than 
half of those interviewed had 
never been treated by a female 
doctor. 


“Less Competent” 
“ Female 
physicians 
were 
considered less competent and 
less 
experienced 
than their 
male 
counterparts, 
but 
were 
also 
seen 
as 
cleaner, more 
emotional, 
more 
trustworthy 
and more concerned about poor 
patients,” Engleman said in a 
report published in the Western 
Journal of Medicine. 
He said he believed a major 
reason for the prejudice against 
women doctors is “ the conflict 
which exists between society’s 
ideal image of women and the 
image of the profession. 
“ In American society, some 
of

attributes are personal wealth

“The wedding gown is often 
the lar.gest single expenditure 
in the wedding budget,” Mrs. 
'Chambers notes, adding that a 
$450' price tag is not uncommon. 
“ And all this for a garment that 
is worn only once!” she ex­ 
claims. 
Of course, every bride wants 
the perfect dress for her big 
day. And bridal designers are 
p r o v i d i n g many beautiful 
choices. Featured designs range 
from the tucked, lacy, ruffled 
look 
of 
the 
plantations 
to 
simple, elegant gowns — a la 
Princess Anne. 
And for 
the 
avantgarde there are 6imple 
gowns of soft, clingy knits or 
even 
traditional 
chiffons 
in 
close-to-the-body styles from the 
20’s or 30’s, 
But, the specialist stresses, 
there are ways to economize 
and still have a beautiful gown. 
Mrs. Chambers offers several 
suggestions: 
Buy

rather than

They’re just as pretty and much 
less expensive. 
Buy a 
formal outside 
the 
bridal 
department.

And you’ll save even more 
money if you can make the
